NOFFICIAL reports atate 
that the Chinese have 
necepted the British view 
that the fullest possible 
use should) be made of 
Hongkong’s commereial 
facilities in all future trade 
between the two countries, 
‘These reports continue 
that the Chinese alsu  re- 
cognised the advantage of 
trading whenever possible 
through import and export 
merchants over the method 
of dealing directly with 
suppliers and consumers, ft 
would probably be wiser, 
however, not to regard this 
axon falt accompli but to 
view these reports in the 
light of Sir Harry Pilking- 
ton’s statement that “satis- 
factory progress wus made 
towards reaching = agrec- 
ment” on these and other 
questions, Both questions 
are of vital interest to 
many in Hongkong who 
were beginning to despair 
of ever seeing trade re- 
sumed on the old footing 
of pre-war ound the im- 
mediate post-war days, For 
Hongkong this in perhaps 
the most important assur- 
ance that the Sino-Britlsh 
Trade Committee could acek 
from the Chinese and it is 
certain that our spokesmen 
on the Committee pressed 
this point resolutely. Of 
equal importance to Wong- 
kong are the subjects of 
methods of payment = and 
trading terms including 
contracts, Agreement on 
these questions would 
restore much needed con- 
fidence in the trading 
community here. 
QFFICIALLY, the only firm 
assurance the Chinese 
gave was that British 


firms wishing toe engage in 
the China trade need no 
special avenue of approach 
to the Chineso State trad- 
ing authority, Thia in 
effect means that British 
firms will no longer have 
to deal with organisations

lies in the fact that from 
now on a British firm obey-

Receiwwing Urgent 


Call From Mendes-France 


The American Secretary of State, Mr John Foster Dulles 
left Washington at 10 p.m. last night for Paris, three hours 
after receiving an urgent invitation from the French Premier, 
M. Mendes-France to discuss British and French policy at the 
Geneva talks on Indo-China. 

Mr Dulles’s decision to fly to Paris took the world by 
surprise and amidst the flood of speculation which followed 
the announcement of his plans, British and French sources said 
they believed Mr Dulles might change his mind about attend- 


ing the Geneva talks. 
But Mr Dulles himself, at an airport interview before flying to 
Paris, emphasised that he had not altered his earlier decision to return 


to Geneva only if the Communist nation

Both France and Britain hailed Mr Dulles’s decision to attend talks 


in Paris. 


The talks, it is understood, will include discussions on 
European affairs as well as Western policy on Indo-China. 


Mr Dulles 


said he hoped his talks with Mr Eden and M.* Mendes-France, who are 
leaving Geneva this morning for Paris, would assure “co-ordinated action” 
by the three Governments. 

Mr Dulles said before leaving Washington that his decision demon- 
strated “the deep concern” he felt over developments in Indo-China and 


Europe. 


Mr Dulles also served 
notice that the United 
States might take an atti- 
tude different from that of 
France in any truce almed 
at settling the Indo-China 
war, 


“The United States itself is 
net a belligerent in Indo-China,” 
he sald, “and it is not clear that 
the Interests whieh we hold in 
common with France und Viet- 
nam, Lags and Cambodia will 
necessarily be best served by 
identleal action In all respects. 

“Therefore, mv trip to Paris 
m without prejudice to the posl- 
{ion previously expressed that 
neither Io ner Under-Secretary 
(Walter Bedell) Smith have at 
the present t!me any plans for 
going tu Geneva, where the 
United States Is presently main- 
taining contacts with develop- 
ments through Ambassador U. 
Alexis Johnson and his asso- 
clates." 


“I HOPE 80” 


The French Ambassador, M. 
Henri Bonnet, who joined the 
Britlsh Ambassador, Sir Roger 
Makins in saying goodbye to Mr 
Dulles at the alrport, made It 
plain that France continued to 
hope Mr Dulles can be persurded 
to go on_to Geneva after finish- 
Ing his Paris talks. 


“I hope so, | hope so,” M. 
Bonnet said when asked about 
this, but added: “You heard 
him—he made -no promises, 
but one hag thopes.” », 

Mr Dulles, émphasising the 
need for American, British and 
French unity, said hip Paris 
visit showed ihe wished = “to 
Ieave no stone unturned In 
seeking to find the course 
which will best serve the 
traditional friendship and 
ec-operation of France and the 
United States.” 

“This trip will demonstrate 
anew the deep concern which 
the United States takes in 
developments in both Indo 
Chinn and Europe and our 
carnest desire to insure such co- 
ordinated uctlomn by France, 
Great Britalm and the United 
States o5 wilt best promote the 
attainment of those goals which

Mr Dulles said the Indo-Ching 
conflict had imposed on France 
and the Indo-Chinn states “a 
special sct of primary interest” 
since they had been contributlng 
their manpower in the drive 
there to block Communism.

The Celanese Corporation was 
reported today to have dis- 
covered a new acetate yarn 
which it hopes will compete

Known secretly as X-100, the 
new “modified acetate’ was said 
te have certain advantages than 
ccmventional acetate.
